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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Services  and  Welfare  Committee 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  this  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  resignation  on  3rd  February,  1970,  of  Dr. 
D.  E.  Parry-Pritchard,  O.B.E. 

Caernarvonshire  has  much  for  which  to  be  grateful  to  him  for  the 
successful  development  of  its  School  Health  and  allied  services  and  suffered  a 
great  loss  on  his  retirement. 

His  natural  attributes  in  planning  and  organisation  became  well  known, 
both  in  this  County  and  in  the  various  other  important  bodies  of  which  he 
was  a member. 

I wish  him  and  Mrs.  Parry-Pritchard  a happy,  long  and  well  deserved 
retirement. 

Over  the  years  staff  shortages  have  been  a recurring  factor  and  1970  has 
been  no  exception.  I do,  therefore,  pay  additional  tribute  to  the  staff  in  its 
endeavour  to  maintain  the  standard  of  services.  Preparation  for  the  changes 
scheduled  for  1st  April,  1971,  affecting  Social  Services  and  also  Education 
Department  responsibilities  regarding  certain  responsibilities  to  be  trans- 
ferred, called  for  additional  staff  efforts  whilst  at  the  same  time  maintaining 
existing  services. 

To  consultants  and  general  practitioners  I express  sincere  thanks  for 
their  continued  co-operation. 

Prevention  has  always  been  one  of  the  main  themes,  but  more  and  more 
attention  is  now  being  given  to  the  early  detection  of  the  abnormal  in  the 
very  young  pre-school  child,  with  the  obvious  aim  of  early  treatment,  either 
to  cure,  or  if  that  is  not  entirely  possible,  to  help  the  child  to  attain  a better 
standard  of  health  to  enable  him/her  to  be  able  to  receive  education  and/or 
training,  with  the  ultimate  aim  of  affording  him/her  independence  as  the 
child  matures. 

May  I also  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  to  Dr.  Glyn  Jones  my  best 
wishes  for  a long  and  happy  retirement  from  the  position  of  Consultant 
Chest  Physician. 

The  School  Health  Department  has  much  to  thank  him  for  over  the 
years  for  the  help  and  ready  co-operation  which  he  and  his  staff  have  always 
afforded. 

For  years  changes  in  the  various  services — Health,  Welfare,  and  Social 
Services,  and  the  School  Health  Service — have  been  receiving  attention.  Now 
the  processes  of  various  re-organisations  are  afoot. 

At  the  same  time,  past  forms  of  services  must  be  well  maintained  until 
smooth  integration  into  the  envisaged  new  forms  of  service  has  been  satis- 
factorily accomplished. 
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Even  so  one  cannot  help  feeling  some  disquiet  in  certain  aspects;  for 
example,  in  this  County,  the  continuing  growing  waiting  list  of  children 
referred  for  visual  defects.  Consultant  ophthalmic  surgeons  are  busy  people 
and  one  is  grateful  for  their  continuing  very  helpful  co-operation.  In 
previous  years  three  such  surgeons  have  been  available,  but  as  will  be  seen 
at  present  in  this  County  there  are  only  two. 

Having  examined  a child,  they  naturally  and  rightly  wish  the  child  to 
return  for  periodic  review. 

These  factors  taken  together  do  slow  down  the  rate  at  which  waiting 
lists  of  children  referred  from  school  or  clinic  examinations  may  receive 
expert  attention. 

To  the  Director  of  Education  and  to  my  colleagues  of  other  Departments, 
I express  sincere  thanks  for  their  ready  help  afforded  at  all  times. 

To  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Committee,  I say 
"thank  you”  for  the  support  given  and  the  live  interest  at  all  times.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  IN  SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

I have  received  this  report  from  the  County  Health  Officer : 

"To  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

Sonne  Dysentery : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  sonne  dysentery  was  affecting  10  schools 
in  the  Llandudno,  Deganwy,  Llandudno  Junction  and  Conway  areas.  The 
number  of  cases  reported  was  121. 

A strict  routine  for  hygiene  measures  was  introduced  in  all  the  schools 
whereby  all  pupils  on  arrival  at  the  schools  dipped  their  hands  in  a disin- 
fectant solution  and  dried  their  hands  on  paper  towelling.  This  routine 
was  also  carried  out  whenever  the  children  went  to  play,  to  receive  their 
school  dinners  and  before  returning  home  from  school.  In  addition,  when- 
ever a child  visited  the  toilet  he,  or  she,  had  to  wash  their  hands  with  soap 
and  hot  water  and  on  re-entering  the  classroom  disinfected  their  hands. 

Furthermore,  the  caretakers  at  the  schools  made  a two-hourly  disinfec- 
tion of  all  lavatory  seats,  chain  pulls  and  handles,  all  taps,  door  handles  and 
handrails  throughout  the  school. 

Water  Supplies : 

Several  water  samples  have  been  taken  for  examination  from  schools 
and  elsewhere,  especially  where  infection  was  prevalent  in  the  areas. 

Swimming  Pool — Y sgol  Go  garth  : 

This  swimming  pool  is  kept  under  surveillance.  Complaint  was  received 
regarding  colouration  and  amorphous  debris  in  the  swimming  pool.  The 
pool  was  emptied  and  cleaned  and  samples  of  water  at  the  time  indicated 
contamination  with  coliform  bacilli  and  the  debris  was  due  to  enmeshed  hair. 
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Llandudno  Refuse  Tip : 

Concern  was  expressed  by  the  school  and  parents  regarding  the  proposal 
by  Llandudno  Urban  District  Council  to  tip  refuse  in  very  close  proximity 
to  Ysgol  Morfa  Rhianedd.  Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Local 
Authority  not  to  tip  on  land  adjacent  to  the  school.” 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

Medical  inspections  were  performed  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
issued  in  August,  1953. 

Caernarvonshire  children  are  examined  regularly : 

(a)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  admission  to  a maintained 
school  for  the  first  time; 

(b)  during  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  primary  schools; 

(c)  during  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  secondary  schools. 

As  a further  safeguard,  all  Caernarvonshire  children  under  five  years  of 
age  attending  schools  are  inspected  annually;  all  children  found  to  be  suflFer- 
ing  from  defects  are  inspected  annually,  and  special  cases  are  examined  at 
the  request  of  head  teachers  and  school  nurses  at  school  and  clinics. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  122  of  the  124  schools 
in  the  County  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  a total  of  7,845  were 
examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

CONDITIONS  FOUND  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
Classification  of  Physical  Condition 

Table  4 shows  the  classification  of  the  general  condition  of  the  pupils 
examined  in  the  periodic  age  groups  during  1970  and  the  number  of  children 
found  to  require  treatment. 

It  is  not  easy  to  compare  accurately  the  finer  degree  of  physical  condition 
or  state  of  nutrition  because  there  are  no  easily  recognised  standards  for 
comparison.  Each  doctor  varies  slightly  in  his  assessment,  but  this  table  may 
be  accepted  as  reflecting  fairly  accurately  the  physical  condition  of  our 
children. 

Defects  of  Nose  and  Throat 

Of  4,984  children  examined  in  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  54 
(1.08  per  cent.)  were  recommended  for  treatment. 

Errors  of  Refraction  (including  Squint) 

Of  those  examined  in  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  109  (2.0  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  visual  defects.  An  additional  19 
children  (0.38  per  cent.)  required  treatment  for  squint. 

Defective  Hearing  and  Ear  Disease 

Treatment  for  24  children  (0.48  per  cent.)  was  recommended.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

All  school  children  who  are  suspected  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  all  children  known  to  be  contacts  to 
tuberculous  patients,  are  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest  Physician  at 
special  clinics  held  at  Llandudno,  Caernarvon,  Bangor  and  Pwllheli  weekly. 
Before  attending,  each  child  is  visited  by  the  School  Nurse,  who  performs  a 
tuberculin  skin  test  five  days  before  the  date  of  the  clinic.  The  result  of 
this  test  is  read  by  the  Chest  Physician,  and  each  child  showing  a positive 
reaction  is  clinically  and  radiologically  examined. 

During  1970,  243  children  were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest 
Physician,  and  the  results  of  the  examination  are  given  in  Table  7.  Seven 
children  under  15  years  were  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis  during 
1970,  and  details  are  given  in  this  table:

B.C.G.  Immunisation 

Immunisation  of  children  born  to  tuberculous  mothers  and  of  children 
in  contact  with  open  cases  of  tuberculosis  continued,  and  details  of  children 
protected  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  are  given  in  Table  8. 

B.C.G.  immunisation  of  school  leavers  was  continued,  and  children 
who  had  attained  their  eleventh  birthday  at  the  time  of  testing  were  tested 
during  1970. 

Of  1,226  invitations  sent  to  parents,  1,169  (95.35%)  acceptances  were 
received. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  is  given  in  Table  6. 

Of  the  41  children  showing  a positive  reaction,  all  were  referred  for 
examination  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

Satisfactory  reports  have  been  received  for  all  children  and  for  their 
families,  who  had  been  persuaded  to  attend  with  their  children  for  examin- 
ation.

TUBERCULIN  TESTING  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS. 

Tuberculin  tests  were  performed  on  1,645  school  entrants  during  1970. 
Fifteen  of  these  showed  a positive  result  and  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician  for  examination. 

Not  one  of  these  was  notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Eight  are  being  kept  under  observation  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

AU  members  of  the  family  of  any  child  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  are  advised  to  be  examined  by  the  Chest  Physician.  Enquiries 
are  also  made  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the 
source  of  infection. 


HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

Ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils  under  Section  34  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  continued  during  the  year. 

Table  9 gives  details  of  Caernarvonshire  children  classified  as  Handi- 
capped Pupils  according  to  the  definitions  prescribed  in  the  School  Health 
Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations,  1953. 

Reports  on  deaf  children  again  demonstrate  the  absolute  necessity  of 
giving  special  attention  to  such  children  as  soon  as  their  deafness  is  ascer- 
tained. If  parents  follow  the  advice  and  supervision  given  to  them  in  future 
at  the  Audiology  Clinic,  deaf  children  will  no  longer  remain  dumb  or  partially 
dumb.

17  English  speaking,  educationally  sub-normal  children  were  in  Resi- 
dential Schools  outside  Caernarvonshire  and  50  Welsh  speaking  children 
were  at  the  Treborth  Hall  School.

AUDIOLOGY  SERVICE. 

I have  received  the  following  report  from  Mrs.  J.  D.  Midgley, 
Audiologist. 

"Report  on  the  Audiology  Service 

Screening  of  primary  school  children  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  Service  was  extended  during  1970  to  cover  entrants  to  Secondary  Schools. 

Children  failing  screening  tests  in  school  are  normally  referred  to  School 
Medical  Inspections.  When  further  assessment  is  deemed  necessary  they  may 
be  referred  to  Assessment  Clinics.  A three-tier  system  of  Assessment  Clinics 
has  been  functioning  during  1970. 

School-age  Clinics  started  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and  the  Audio- 
logists have  been  held  at  nine  centres  throughout  the  County.  318  children 
were  invited  to  these  Clinics  of  which  206  attended.  The  majority  of  these 
children  suffer  from  slight,  and  often  fluctuating  losses.  Their  educational 
needs  rarely  exceed  a favourable  placement  in  class  and  the  acquaintance  of 
the  teaching  staff  with  the  nature  of  their  handicap.

Assessment  Clinics  were  held  at  four  centres  throughout  the  County  by 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  Audiologist.  72  children  were  in- 
vited and  55  attended.  Children  were  seen  at  these  clinics  who  were  thought 
to  be  more  handicapped,  to  present  more  complex  problems  of  assessment, 
or  to  be  suffering  from  more  severe  or  more  permanent  hearing  disabilities. 

Professor  Sir  Alexander  Ewing  s Consultative  Clinics  were  held  at  the 
Bangor  Health  Premises  in  March,  July  and  October,  when  specialist  advice 
was  available  on  a variety  of  audiological  problems.  7 school  age  Caernar- 
vonshire children  were  seen  at  these  Clinics.

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School  visits  by  the  Audiologist  were  made  as  a follow-up  procedure 
when  hearing  impairment  was  thought  to  represent  an  educational  handicap. 
Children  with  hearing-aids  or  permanent  unaided  hearing  losses  are  visited 
annually.  With  parents’  permission  the  nature  of  the  child’s  disability  is  dis- 
cussed wherever  possible  with  Head  Teacher  and  Class  Teacher  at  these 
school  visits. 

The  general  impression  of  the  progress  of  the  Audiology  Service  during 
1970  is  one  of  increasing  activity.  Despite  a two  month  absence  by  the 
Audiologist  due  to  illness  the  numbers  of  children  seen  in  Diagnostic  Clinics 
show  a considerable  upward  trend.  In  1968  141  (203)  were  seen,  in  1969 
183  (272),  in  1970,  261  (390).  The  figures  in  parenthesis  are  the  number 
of  children  invited.  Similarly  the  number  of  children  seen  in  school  by  the 
Audiologist  in  1968  was  30,  in  1969  117,  and  in  1970  111.  The  latter 
figure  was  no  doubt  affected  by  the  two  month  absence. 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  N.  Lovatt,  the  Audio- 
metrician. 

"The  number  of  schools  visited  during  the  year  increased  to  123;  112 
Primary  Schools  and  11  Secondary  Schools. 

4,148  children  were  tested  during  the  year;  2,999  primary  pupils,  and 
1,149  secondary  pupils. 

Of  the  total  of  2,999  primary  school  pupils,  74i%  proved  satisfactory, 
11%  were  referred  to  the  Medical  Inspection,  and  I4i%  were  listed  for 
retest  in  12  months. 
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When  the  above  were  sub-divided  the  results  were  as  follows : — 


(a)  Routine  tests  on  5-6  year  old  children,  numbering  1,659:  — 
84^%  satisfactory; 

5i%  referred; 

10%  for  retest  in  12  months. 

(b)  Children  (other  than  the  above  age  group)  with  no  previous 
record  of  an  audiometric  test — numbering  424 : — 

88i%  satisfactory; 

31%  referred; 

8%  for  retest  in  12  months. 

(c)  Follow-up  cases  from  1969 — these  numbered  916,  and  the  per- 
centage of  satisfactory  tests  was  much  lower  in  this  group : — 

50%  satisfactory; 

24?%  referred  to  medical  inspection; 

25? % listed  for  retest  in  12  months. 

The  overall  results  of  the  1,149  secondary  school  children  tested  were 
as  follows : — 

81i%  satisfactory; 

6j%  referred  to  diagnostic  clinic; 

12%  recommended  for  observation  in  12  months. 

These  were  sub-divided  as  follows  : — 

(a)  First  year  pupils — 857  : — 

87%  satisfactory; 

3%  referred  to  Diagnostic  Clinic; 

10%  to  be  retested  in  12  months. 

(b)  Newcomers  with  no  previous  record — 118:  — 

93%  satisfactory; 

1%  referred  to  Diagnostic  Clinic; 

8%  listed  for  retest  in  12  months. 

(c)  Follow-up  cases — 174:  — 

46%  satisfactory; 

29%  referred  to  Diagnostic  Clinic; 

25%  listed  for  retest  in  12  months. 

As  in  previous  years,  headteachers  and  staff  in  all  schools  were  co- 
operative and  gave  all  possible  assistance  at  all  times.  I wish  to  tender  my 
thanks  to  them,  and  to  all  members  of  the  administrative  staff  who  have  been 
assisting  with  the  school  audiology  service  during  the  year.” 
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REPORT  ON  THE  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1970 

I have  received  the  following  report  by  Mr.  1.  L Williams,  Principal 
School  Dental  Officer. 

"Mr.  T.  R.  Willcocks,  B.D.S.,  joined  the  service  in  October.  The  post 
had  been  vacant  since  April,  1969,  in  spite  of  numerous  advertisements  in 
the  British  Dental  Journal. 

During  the  year  the  establishment  of  five  Dental  Officers  was  increased 
by  one.  Mr.  P.  M.  Cowper,  LD.S.,  R.C.S.,  was  appointed  to  serve  the  Port- 
madoc  area  and  started  in  December. 

In  the  accompanying  table  this  year’s  treatment  figures  are  compared 
with  those  of  the  previous  two  years.  The  average  number  of  teeth  conserved 
during  each  session  has  increased. 

The  service  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  until  all  the  schools  can 
be  inspected  at  least  once  a year  and  treatment  offered  to  all  those  who  need 
it.”

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NORTH  WALES  CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINICS 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31j/  December,  1970 

Extract  from  the  report  for  1970  published  by  Dr.  E.  Simmons,  the 
Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist : 

"Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

Child  Guidance  Clinics  are  administered  by  Local  Health  and  Education 
Departments  and  in  a minority,  the  North  Wales  clinics  among  them,  by 
Hospital  Management  Committees.  Their  staff — psychiatrists,  non-medical 
therapists,  clinical  and  educational  psychologists,  and  social  workers — are 
employed  by  one  or  other  body,  or  jointly. 

Recent  legislation  in  the  fields  of  National  and  Local  Health  and  Social 
Services  has  given  no  firm  indication  as  to  where  the  future  of  the  clinics 
and  of  their  specialist  members  of  staff  may  lie.  We  have  thus  experienced 
anxieties  which  spring  from  uncertainty,  not  dissimilar  from  those  suffered 
by  workers  in  other  services  where  major  adjustments  to  changes  in  structure 
have  to  be  made. 

Co-operation  between  disciplines  has  been  a leading  feature  of  the  work 
of  child  guidance  clinics  since  their  inception  in  the  ’twenties.  We  have 
been  fortunate  to  work  harmoniously  with  the  North  Wales  community 
services  for  many  years,  to  our  mutual  benefit.  We  trust  that  in  the  imme- 
diate future  co-operation  between  the  members  of  staff  of  Health,  Social  and 
Education  agencies  can  be  extended  to  collaboration,  wherever  possible,  to 
preserve  resources  in  men  and  materials  which  will  remain  scarce  for  a long 
time.  There  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  necessity  will  come  to  dictate 
that  we  go  this  way  later,  if  common  sense  does  not  persuade  us  to  do  so 
now.”

Caernarvon,  Llandudno  and  Pwllheli  Clinics  are  very  busy,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  any  new  patients  referred  had  to  wait  about  a month  for  an 
appointment.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

65  children  were  examined  by  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist  (for  the  first 
time)  during  1970,  and  74  children  already  on  the  treatment  register  were 
also  seen  at  clinics  held  in  Llandudno,  Bangor,  Caernarvon  and  Pwllheli. 

This  report  on  the  work  performed  during  1970  has  been  submitted  by 
the  Physiotherapist,  Miss  M.  Williams. 

Mr.  T.  Arwyn  Evans,  M.B.,  F.R.C.S.,  the  Orthopaedic  Consultant,  was 
in  attendance  at  all  the  Survey  Clinics  throughout  the  County,  these  sessions 
being  held  three  times  in  the  year,  at  each  main  centre. 

Attendances  in  all  areas  were  excellent  and  cases  referred  for  weekly 
treatment  attended  and  they  carried  out  instructions  given  to  them. 

Some  cases  were  referred  to  Mr.  G.  1.  Roberts,  F.R.C.S.,  at  the  Caer- 
narvon and  Anglesey  Hospital,  Bangor — in  some  instances  these  children 
were  referred  to  me  for  treatment  and  on  completing  their  treatment  they 
were  referred  back  to  Mr.  G.  1.  Roberts  at  the  C.  & A.,  Bangor  for  review. 

In  the  Llandudno  and  Pwllheli  areas,  some  children  were  referred  and 
benefited  greatly  by  a course  of  ultra  violet  light  treatment. 

I wish  to  thank  all  Doctors,  Head  Teachers,  Health  Visitors  and  X-ray 
Departments  in  each  hospital,  ambulance  control,  Red  Cross,  and  the  Clerical 
Staff  for  their  help  throughout  the  year.

The  effectiveness  of  immunisation  in  controlling  Diphtheria  is  demon- 
trated  in  Table  20  on  page  41.  It  is  particularly  interesting  to  observe 
that  1970  was  the  nineteenth  successive  year  during  which  nO'  child  cases 
were  notified. 
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These  encouraging  facts  could,  however,  create  a false  sense  of  security. 
Some  of  our  younger  parents,  because  they  have  no  experience  of  Diphtheria 
and  its  dangers,  tend  to  regard  immunisation  as  an  unnecessary  discomfort  to 
their  children.  It  cannot  be  too  often  emphasised  that  the  disease  will  again 
become  a "killer”  and  a "maimer”  unless  parents  ensure  that  their  children 
are  immunised  against  it.  The  Medical,  Health  Visiting  and  Nursing 
staffs  continue  to  impress  upon  all  parents  the  importance  of  securing  for 
their  children  free  protection  against  Diphtheria.  They  emphasise  the  suffer- 
ing and  danger  to  which  the  children  may  be  exposed  by  their  failure  to 
secure  this  simple  means  of  protection — a first-class  assurance.  I am  grateful 
for  the  assistance  and  support  also  given  by  General  Practitioners  in  the 
County. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  more  than  62.300  children  have  been  pro- 
tected and  approximately  308,000  initial  and  "boosting”  injections  given 
since  1939. 

Children  who  completed  the  full  course  of  immunisation  during  1970 
total  1,388.  School  Medical  Officers  immunised  936  of  these,  and  General 
Practitioners  immunised  452.  Of  the  1,388  children  who  completed  the  full 
course  of  immunisation,  1,375  received  a combined  antigen  giving  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

During  the  year  1,395  other  children  received  reinforcing  injections.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  RUBELLA  (GERMAN  MEASLES) 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  protecting  girls  aged  13 
years  against  rubella. 

The  purpose  of  this  campaign  is  to  ensure  that  as  many  girls  as  possible 
are  offered  protection  before  reaching  child-bearing  age.  Initially  priority 
was  given  to  older  girls  aged  13  years.  Supplies  of  vaccine  became  available 
in  September  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  482  girls  aged  13  years  were 
vaccinated.

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NITS  AND  LICE 

Inspections  made  by  School  Nurses  during  1970  totalled  45,341.  Nits 
and/or  lice  were  found  on  512  children  (2.6  per  cent  of  the  school  popula- 
tion). Of  these,  113  children  were  infested  in  1969,  and  399  were  found 
to  be  infested  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.  29  children  were  found  to 
be  extensively  infested,  105  moderately  infested,  and  the  remainder  only 
very  slightly  infested.  Cleansing  notices  served  during  the  year  numbered 
214. 


The  condition  of  most  of  the  214  children  for  whom  cleansing  notices 
were  served  was  due  to  lack  of  perseverence  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 
Many  of  them  fail  to  understand  the  necessity  for  continuing  treatment  after 
removing  the  original  infestation  until  all  the  nits  have  been  destroyed.  It 
is  gratifying,  however,  to  see  that  the  continued  perseverance  necessary  to 
maintain  children  in  a clean  condition  is  having  a positive  effect.  The 
number  of  children  found  to  be  infested  has  been  gradually  reduced  from 
1,039  (5.7  per  cent  of  the  school  population)  in  1950,  to  512  (2.6  per  cent 
of  the  school  population)  in  1970.  Some  adults  who  neglect  their  own  hair 
convey  lice  to  their  children.  A preparation  for  lice,  which  is  also  a killer 
of  nits,  is  now  being  used. 

It  is  now  rare  to  observe  flea  infestation  of  children. 


MILK  AND  SCHOOL  MEALS 

The  County  Health  Officer,  who  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  standard,  quality  and  safety  of  milk  supplied  to  schools,  has  submitted 
this  report  for  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1970. 


School  Meals : 

Approximately  15,800  meals  are  provided  daily  for  112  school  kitchens. 
7 schools  receive  container  meals. 

During  the  year  117  inspections  were  made  of  school  kitchens.  Mod- 
ernisation of  existing  and  provision  of  new  kitchens  have  been  made.  The 
standard  of  hygiene  at  the  kitchens  has  been  high,  and  no  cases  of  food 
poisoning  recurred  at  any  school. 

As  poultry  has  been  introduced  on  to  the  school  menu,  bacteriological 
examination  of  offal  and  blood  drainings  showed  considerable  infection  from 
salmonella  organisms.  The  following  strains  of  salmonella  were  isolated. 
Bredney,  Livingstone,  Inlands  and  Muenster.  In  view  of  this,  instructions 
were  issued  to  all  kitchen  staff  pinpointing  the  dangers  and  pointing  out  the 
do’s  and  dont’s  in  the  preparation  and  cooking  of  frozen  chickens. 

Consignments  of  beef  cubes  and  pigs’  liver  were  replaced  by  the 
suppliers  and  in  one  case  the  supplier  was  prosecuted  for  selling  ox  liver 
which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  due  to  abscesses  being  present  in 
the  substance  of  the  liver. 

Particular  note  is  made  of  the  quality  of  meat  and  other  foods  which  are 
supplied  to  schools. 
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Food  Premises : 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  35  food  premises  other  than  school 
kitchens.  These  were  predominantly  food  establishments  that  supply  foods 
to  the  schools.  Matters  requiring  statutory  attention  were  referred  to  the 
Local  Authorities  concerned. 

Milk  supplied  to  Schools : 

The  average  number  of  children  supplied  with  school  milk  in  } pint 
bvXtles  was  10,400.  All  the  milk  which  is  supplied  to  the  schools  is 
pasteurised  and  is  supplied  from  two  creameries. 

During  the  year  eleven  milk  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  satisfied 
me  statutory  tests. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  INTENDING  TEACHERS. 

In  addition  to  their  normal  duties.  School  Medical  Officers  have  to 
medically  examine  applicants  for  admission  to  Training  Colleges  as  intend- 
ing teachers. 

The  number  of  such  candidates  examined  was  240.
